JUM'IS FERRY. 

Death of iiii I-lMilnciit iiiid.\l)U' Freiii'h Statcs- 
luiiii From Heart Dlaeusc, 

Pauis, March 17. — Jules Francois Camille 
Ferry died this evening. He was seized 
with) spasma early in the morniof; and de- 
spite every effort made by tho phyaieiana 
who were hastily summoned, the convul- 
sions continued to grow in violence until at 
G o'clock in the eveninf; ■ he expired^? fn :a 
terribly severe spasm. His death was caused 
by heart disease. The aff^etion was due to 
the effects of a bullet striking a rib near the 
base of the heart at the time 
ho was attacked by M. Anbertin in 1887. 
M. Ferry was bornin 1832, and was not only 
a journalist and statesman, but a distin- 
guished member of the bar. He voted in 
the Corps Legislative against tho war with 
Prussia, and risked his life to suppress 
dynamite troubles in the days o[ the Cotn. 
mune. After filling various public and 
political offices, he became, under President 
Grevy, Minister cf Public Instruction and 
Fine Arts. In his Education bill, be had a 
clause inserted prohibiting unauthorized 
religious bodies from teaching in schools, 
and after tho expulsion of tho Jesuits in 
18S0, ho formed a cabinet, unih-r which the 
decrees against that organization were 
rigidly curried out. In 1881, ho 
was forced to resign, but in 18S.'!, 
alter the fall of tho Fallicrea adininiatra- 
tion.ho was sent for by the President of the 
Pi'pnblio to fu.!r. a uuiv Ministry, himc-jU 
bocomiut; Premier and Minister of Public 
Instruction. As such, leaving tho religious 
(juestion to Eeitle itself, M. Ferry started 
upon a policy of "colonial expansion," and 
undertook the invasion of Tonquin. The 
vast cost and tho unsatisfactory issue of this 
invasion wore in due tiino fatal to him ; ho 
was charced with having fallen into a trap 
laid by Bismarck, with weakcniug France, 
and Willi belonging to a syndicato which 
made money out ol his adventures. Ho was 
suddMily overthrown by a vote of tho 
Chamuer, 188-1, and has not as yet been 
able to recover his former prominence. 

Madame Ferry said, in an interview with 
a reporter this evening : " For the last two 
weeks M. Ferry had complained of difficul- 
ty in breathing. He would start up in the 
night oecaaionally gaspinz and choking. 
Last night he went to bed at 10 o'clock. 
Before midnight he awoke in a ohiU. Ho 
fell asleep again, but rested uneasily, final- 
ly awaking in another chill more severe 
lhan tlie first. The physicians gave him in. 
jecliona of inorpliine and ether. Tli<"y also 
utilized cupping glasses. ThisQi reatment 
was continued until 5 o'eloek, wlien M. 
Ferry felt relieved and sank into a 
sound sleep. At, lli.'fO ^ve helped him 
to his atndy nrnichuir. lie remained in it 
an hour in a condition of extreme ])roatra- 
tion. At 1U::!(» he began struggling fur 
breath. He .spr;ing from liis chair with 
.■sudden energy and paced the room, calling 
fur air anil conii)lainlng that he was buII'u- 
cating. 1'liese alternationa of rallying and 
.siiiliing continued until live o'eloek. when 
he rain.'d liiniai-lf in his Boat, looked at hirt 
wife lixedly and e.'cclnimed, ".Save ine," 
apd fell back exhausted. After a few unin- 
telligible words ho foil into a state of coma 
which eiuieil in death. Ho died in the arm- 
chair in which for years ho had done all his 
writing and reading. 

The news of M. Ferry's doith astounded 
tlie eitj'. No other event since (lambetta'a 
death has niiulo such a deep impression. 
Only three evenings ago ho wasat tho opera 
and yeaterday he presided over tho Senate. 
La t week M Ferry reaigned the presidency 
of I he Estafet'e nei8pap(raad the presi- 
de: oy of the National Republican Asso- 
ciation, that he might devote hiuself 
entirely to his duties in the Senate. The 
general feeling ia that although his election 
to the presideooy of the Senate the other 
day was contrary to the wishes of M. Car- 
not and M. Ribor, hia death is a aerioua loss 
to the Government. In the case of another 
cabinet crisis he in his ollicial eaiiacily 
would have been tho first man to whom M. 
Carnot would have had to turn for advice. 
It was with such an event in view that M. 
Ferry's au))portors in tlio Senate compelled 
hia election in the room of M. Loroyer who 
was believed to luck tho (jnulitios necessary 
for such a part in the next crisis. 

SWEDISH GBISIS. 

rrobiiblllty of Political Trouble Over the 
Claims of Norway to Home Bnlo. 

Christiana, March 17. — The Storthing 
has passed, by a vote of 64 to 50, a resolu- 
tion asserting tho right of Norway to a 
separate eontular service and complete au- 
tonomy at homo in all matters not described 
in the act of union of IS 11 as pertaining to 
tho Union of Norway anil Sweden, The 
resolution was Boniowliat more radiciil 
than a similar one M-hieh was passed by a 
vote of (i:i CO -1!) last Juno, and which re- 
sulted ultimately in iho resignation of 
.Steen, the Hadicid Premier, after King 
Oacar had refused to sanction the decision 
pf the deputies, A repetition of the cabinet 
crisis and the deadlock of last summer be- 
tween the King and Parliament ia imminent. 



Trouble for ISlchnra-III. 

San Francisco, March 17.— Capt. James 
Molntyro, niastcr of tho steamer Costa 
Rici, luet night shot and wounded Oscar 
liiuninger, a sailor on board tho bark 
Richard III. Ten days ago that veaaoi ar- 
rived from San Diego leaking, having had 
an exciting and tempestuous voyage. Her 
crow had been compelled for some days to 
work day ond night b*liug tlie vessel out. 
On her arrival tho captain attempted to dis- 
charge tho crew, but they refused to leave. 
To-night Capt. McLityre, the sole owner of 
the ship, paid ^fier > and her crew a visit. 
He found four -sbsent, but they returned 
while he was-^.-abbard, and he refufed them 
entrance.^ ^ An „alteroation ensued, and tho 
captain drew'a'revolver and shot Binninger 
in the neok. Molntyre was arrested. All 
was quiet around the vessel this morning. 
Captains Mcluley and Lee still held the 
ship, and the union men had evacuated the 
forecastle. As soni as the vessel attempts 
to get away with l|non-union crew, it is ex- 
pected that there %M be trouble. 

Collector or'cufitanis Arrested. 

BiAl.NK, Wash., March 17.-C. H. Mc- 
Lennan, deputy collector of customs at this 
port, was arrcstediby a U. S. marshal on a 
charge of embezdehient. The arrest was 
made quietly, -^o amount embezzled is 
from $80 to $130 fSome days ago Collector 
Waason received information of the ood- 
dition of t^airs atnbe Blaine oiEae, and im- 
mediately set to wbrk upon a vigorous de- 
tective itivestlgamn. Siiffidient evidence 
was unearthed tb'|wBrrant the assumption 
of irregularities and the arrest was immedi- 
ately ordered, although 'the amount uOj[ 
alleged shortage iti small. McClbllan was 
one of Collector Wasson's appointees, never- 
theless his action in causing his immediate 
arrest upon the first ovidenoo of irregularity 
ia in accord with tho policy of unconiprom- 
iaing integrity and rigorous enforcement of 
the United States revenue laws which has 
characterized from the beginning Captain 
Wiieson's administration of theColleotorship 
of this port. 

Asalnst tlije Uuanlan Treaty. 

New Yoiiw, >larch IG. — A petition to 
Secretary of Stale Greaham against tho Rus- 
sian treaty has bc^n signed by a largo num- 
ber of people in mis city.. The petition in 
part is as follow!^ " It U evident that un- 
der the charge OH attempted assassination 
any oiTender whatsoever, or any patriot who 
has pla|^e,d^is j^untry's Jiljeration. and 
perhapseTenpersonS in no wise"'l9!]^l{tiXtfid- 
in political projeotSt whose sole crime 
consists in naviOK failed to denounce 
their relatives and friends to the police, 
might, nnder the terms of this treaty, 
be seized on American soil and re- 
turned to Russia to be dealt with under the 
penal code above cited. That the people of 
the United States should enter into such 
engogements is contrary to the traditions of 
American freedom, and ia repugnant to the 
moral aenao of civilized nations. We, 
therefore, feel confident that our words will 
be echoed 'oy the groat iTiass of American 
citizens, when we solemnly and emphatically 
protest ajtainst the consummation of any 
treaty which might have such consequences, " 

Crime In Los Angeles. 

Los Angeles, March 17. — Wesley Van 
siovcr, an attorney, was arrested this morn 
on a charge of embezzlement preferred by a 
Mrs. L. Anderson, of this city. The 
woman claims that she was lending imoney 
through Vausiever and that he is short 
S-',106. H. H. Player, a well-to do citizen 
of San Diego, was arrested at noon to-day 
for stealing valuable curios belonging to 
Kendrick & Co. Player was stopping at 
the NVeatniinater, Ho was well dressed and 
appeared to have plenty of money. Ue 
went into Kendrick's place this morning 
and lilled hia pockets with gold money and 
metallic curios. Ho ia supposed to be a 
kleptomaniac. 

Anctlier Lone Voynge. 

Sa.n' Francisco, March 17.— The British 
ship Achnassie arrived last night, adding 
another to tho list of long overdue sKipi 
that have got in. She was .'!:ir) days getting 
here from Port Glasgow, and once came 
near going to the bottom. OIF Capo Horn 
she was caught in a hurricane and thrown 
on her beam ends. Everything movable 
had been washed off her decks and the ship 
ejirang a leak. The captain put her before 
the wind and stood away for Capetown. On 
arriving at the latter port the ship was 
docked and her cargo discharged. After 
beipg repaired the ship finishaa her long 
voyage via New Zealand. 

Will Not be Withdrawn. 

Wasiiinoto.n-, March 17. — The statement 
that a protest, numerously signed by promi- 
nent citizens, against the consummation of 
the extradition treaty with Rusaio, would 
be sent to Secretary of State Gresham, was 
ahown the Secretary this afternoon. He 
said that he had not received tho protest, 
and in reply to a question whether it would 
avail anything, said ho thought not. He 
had never heard of tho vi ithdrawal of a 
treaty by either party to it after it had 
been ratified and pending an exchange of 
ratiflcaliona. This is the position the Rus- 
sian extradition treaty now oecupica. It 
has been ratified by the Senate of the United 
States an(L tho exchange of eertiticates of 
ratiUcatio" is expected to talie jilaoe in St. 
Petersburg within a very short time. 

ICriiilKtrfrt'H Kciiorl, 
New Youk, March 17. — Bradstreet'a will 
say to-morrow : General trade is dull in tho 
Province of Ontario and collections are un- 
aalit factory, behind which will bo found tho 
bad condition of the country roada and tho 
probability of tho continuance in that con- 
dition for a few weeks. Wholeeale trade 
throughout the Province of Quebeo ia fairly 
satisfactory, and prices generally are fism 
except for grain, whiob is duIL The spring 
trade in Nova Scotia will be later this year 



than last as the interior is still covered with 
large acounmlalions of ico and snow. The 
bunk clearings at Montreal, Toronto, Ham 
ilton and Halifax aggregate §19,982,000 this 
week, which ia five per cent, more than 
last wcok and fifteen per cent, 
more than in the same week one 
year ago. There were thirty-eight 
business failures reported in the Canadian 
Dominion this week against sixty-eight last 
woek; thirty-seven in the like week a year 
ago and twenty-six in 1891. The "squeeze'i 
at Montreal yeaterday was the customary 
period of tight money prior to the opening 
of navigation, aggravated by bankers ond 
others, they having sent, within a few days, 
sent about ^,000 to New York to loan. 



PAiNAlIA SCANDAL. 

Conclusion of the Defenco of Charles do Lcs- 
seps— .Speeelies of Counsel, 

Paris, March 17. — M. liarbouz, in con- 
cluding hia address in behalf of Charles do 
Leaseps in the Panama trial to-duy, said 
tliat from tho outset of tho triil the coun- 
try had looked upon it leas for its value than 
as a symptom of French public life. All 
these men wore the harness of office, and. 
not alone those accused here, but others 
also, might have been prosecuted in order 
to aatiafy public opinion. " Why," ex- 
claimed M. Barbouz, " wore the Rouviera 
and others let go? Doubtless becuuso 
would have been dangerous to prosecute 
them. Remember Lifontaine'a eay 
iug : "According as you are power 
ful or miserablo the judge of the 
court will pronounco you white or black 
Your consciencea, jiiryineii, will dictate to 
you a verdict whereby you will earn tho im 
porishublo honor of having done juatice to 
an honorable man, restored fame to an 
illustrious name and compensate tho country 
for tho prestige lost through tho acouaation 
of one of her noblest children." Murmurs of 
applause greeted the close of M. Barboux'a 
address. M. Duhiut then proceeded to 
argue in defence of JI. iMarius Fontaine. 
He urged that there was nothing in the evi- 
dence to sustain the charge against M. 
Fontaine, and that he was being made to 
pay for devotion to his obief, M. de Lesaepa,

CBEW DISCHAKGIED. 

Engineer's Crew of Steamship San Bonito 
Discharged Beeanse of An Oplnm Seizure 

San Franclsco, March 17.— The crow in 
the fire room of the steamer San Bonito, 
with the exception of the chief engineer, are 
now in search of employment, and it is 
likely that if opium is found on the vcasel 
on some future date other discharges will 
follow. It is only a fevr weeks ago that the 
collier arrived here froin Tacoma with coal 
for tho Paoifio Mail Steamship Co. Acting 
on information searchers boarded the vessel 
on her arrival, and after digging down a 
distance of three foot in tho coal bunkers 
discovered several hundred tins of opium 
'and seized the" 'entire lot. To-day the 
Bteamer reached here and the crow in tlio 
fire room were taken by snrpriso when they 
were informed that their services were no 
longer required, and that thoir discharge 
was brought about by reason of tho recent 
find of opium. The order of diaoharge is 
said to have been made by Captain Bryant, 
of the Pajilic Mail Steamaliip Co., and it is 
Si.id that aceotiipanying tlio order of dis- 
charge to hia subordinates the chief en- 
gineer was also notified that if more of tho 
drug ^vaa discovered diachargea would com- 
mence at tho head of the Hat and run to the 
bottom. The customs otiicers assert that 
the policy adopted is bard, but it is the 
moat effective that can be put in operation. 



BIMETALLISM. 

Srimtor Teller on the Remarks of the Chan- 
cellor of the British Exchequer. 

WAStiixfiTON-, March 17. — Senetor Teller, 
who has already given notice of hia inten- 
tion to take steps to cause the International 
monetary conference to convene at Ih uaaela, 
was to day asked for hia opinion respecting 
the declaration of tho Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer in tho House of Commons yeater- 
day, that the ISritish delegates would be 
instructed to oppose every bi-metal- 
list aeheme preaeiited at the conference. 
The Senator aayathat the declaration meant 
that Great Britain would absolutely oppose 
the free coinage of ailver on ternia of equal- 
ity with gold. That was what she had al- 
ways done, and nobody expeoted her to do 
any more at this time, but there was noth- 
ing in this pdtiition irreconcileablo with the 
attempt of the object of the conference, 
namely, tho extended use of silver as a 
money metal. In fact, there was evi- 
dence to show that Great Britain 
really desired to do something in that 
direction. Her financiers realized that the 
necessity for some palliative measure, somo- 
thiifg to prevent the furtber depreciation of 
ailver, which, if continued, must result in 
tho total destruction of the present mono- 
tury system. If that ooourred the future of 
ailver would be assured, but nobody wished 
to adopt such a heroic measure to achieve 
the desired result. He had no doubt that 
England would be willing to support a 
reasonable proposition that was more prao- 
ticable than the Rothschild scheme. 



THE NORTHERN PACIFIC. 

How It is Proposed to Get Over Its financial 
Dlfflcnltles. 

'New Yobk, March 17.— A meeting of the 
directors of the Northern Pacific railroad 
will be held on Tuesday next, to consider a 
plan for funding the floating debt of the 
Company, amounting as stated by ita olli- 
cera, to §9,000,000, instead aa heretofore 
proposed of selling for that purpoao the 
stock held in tho treasury of a controlled 
road, the St. Paul and Northern Pacific. 
Tho idea ia to isauo collateral trust notes to 
the Union I'acilie railway to provide for ita 
lloating debts. Theae notes would bo made 
for live yeara with the privilege of redeem- 
ing them earlier if tho Company ahould 
find itself able to do so. Tho St. Paul and 
Northern Pacific stock might bo used as the 
collateral.

(From our own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, March 17.— The Hawaiian ques- 
tion was discussed in the Senate to-night. 

Hon. Mr. Bowell said that communications 
had passed between Canada and the British 
Government on the subject of a station at 
Hawaii for the cable between Australia and 
Canada. If the Islands were annexed by 
the United States, he believed the Imperial 
Government were sufficiently alive to 
Oanudian interoata to see that they were 
protected. He thought tho Imperial Gov- 
ernment had acted wiaely in not protesting 
against annexation, as President Harrison 
undoubtedly, before leaving office, facili- 
tated tho movement. 

Hon. Mr. Mills called attention to tho re- 
peated practice of United States Consuls in 
charging for certificates of exports from 
Canada to the States. If correct, this 
meant increased duties on Canadian goods 
shipped to the other side.

obliged to go to tho Northwest for somo of 
tho products which wo need. Aa to railroad 
transportation, wo believo there is a largo 
market waiting for us in the Eaatorn statea, 
which can be reached only by cheaper 
facilities."

Tho circular is 
dated March 1, and authorizes agents to 
boom the Eueaian and Austrian passenger 
service. The Red Star Line, tho North 
German Lloyds, and tho Netherland 
Steamship Company have issued circulars 
authorizing their agents to book prepaid 
steerage paasengera from all points in Europo 
except Russian. Their circulars explicitly 
forbid the accepting of steerage passengers 
from Russia.

The followinit is from the report of^Ald. 
MoCraoey and City Engineer Tracoy,*who 
wont to Portland, Seattle and Tucoma on 
city business : Having examined the dif- 
ferent forms of rails on street railways in 
Seattle, Tacoma and I'ortlund, on streets 
which have been paved witli bituminous 
rock, and also on streets paved with stone, 
plank and macadam, report as follows : 1 st. 
Owing to tho gauge of tho railway in those 
cities being .'i feet C inches, while those of 
Vancouver aro 4 feet 8V inches, tho condi- 
tions aro different, as it is not possible for 
vohiclea to travel within the tracks in these 
cities. The tracks examined have in nearly 
every case settled and become uneven. 
With tho timber sec in concrete, aa in our 
contract, this will bo obviated and tho track 
should keep in good condition. A good job 
■cannot bo made with any rail set on the tie 
•direct unloas a grooved rail at least seven 
inches deep. Tho paving along tho outside 
of tho rails was in tho best condition where 
the bituminous rook covering was carried 
up closo to tho rail without any stono 
oonrses. For the purposes of the street 
railway and its paBsengers we believe tho 
T rail to be the most advantageous. A 
fairly good and lasting job of paving can bo 
made to tho "T" rail, but with a deep 
girder rail, grooved for tho flange of wheels, 
there would be no doubt of the security of 
the pavement. This would be the most ex- 
pensive, and tho (juestion of the best rail 
under tho circumstances will depend on 
how the Street Railway Co. will keep up 
their sharo of tho roadway when com- 
pleted, that is eight inches either side of 
the rail.

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VICTOEIA'S UNEMPLOYED. 

The Situation From tLo Skilled La- 
borer's Polut of View Not 
So Bad* 



Ylie Froblem Bids Fair to Solve It- 
self la tbe Kear 
Future. 



Having dealt to tome extent wUl) the 
preaent oonditton of the anskilled latnring 

man of Victoria, it was thought as well to 
tako glance at tlio aituatioa of that other 
branch of the great army of labor — the 
eraftanwnor akilled laboier.. Unlike the 
oommou laborer, who as a rule has .only 
himself to consider in tbe struggle for ex- 
istence, ttio mechanic tnore often has a 
family whicli loolia to him for support. The 
consequence is that any depression whicli 
airoots hie welfare has u ftwr wider riiiige of 
infiiiencQ in his cuao than in the other. 

Living in his own home, either owned or 
rented, he ia naturally somewhut more dif- 
iieulb to got at, but a uumbor were spoken 
to about the present situation of affairs and 
their opinions will bo of interest. 

" I am a brickliiyer," said one, " and as 
there has been but very little building go- 
ing on for eomj timo past, I Iuito like 
many othcra of my trade been out of work. 
But this is rather to bo expeoted. Vou see, 
wi; get big wages, generally $3 per day, 
when wo do work, and that is because wo 
are not suppoaed to have steady work as 
some other trades would ufl'ord. Last auin 
nier was a reuUy good one in the building 
lino in Victoria and moat all of the crafts- 
men did very well. I don't say they got 
much ahead, but I think nioat of them di " 
a littlo at least. W'o are like iiiuny other 
tradesmen who work short seasons and get 
big wages; wo can't ccpcct work everyday 
in the year, I must say the business men 
of Victoria aro as a rule very accommodat- 
ing and usually are willing to do tho beat 
they can to carry us over a spaoo when 
times are dull. I think they have borne as 
great a share as any of us and have as much 
right to complain as any of us. I wrote 
away several times lost winter to find out 
how tioiea were elsewhere, bat I could not 
see tijat they were much different in other 
places. ^ 

"How about the oomlni; season ! Well, 
I am around among the nnechanics and con- 
traotors a good deal just now, and I must 
say that if a fair part of the work now 
being talked of ia really done, I for one will 
take my chances in Victoria." 

From another shilled laborer who is well 
known in local union circles, several good 
ideas on tho situation were obtained. 

"There ia no use," said ho, "in all this 
howl about hard times in Victoria. Of 
course they are hard, but show me whore 
they are any better. Tho man who joins a 
trades union and gota good wages tor his 
work dnring the season when it is in pro- 
gress must expect to take some caro for the 
time when he will be forced to be idle. If a 
man works for an averoge of five months in 
the year at bricklaying ho will make §750, 
which is an average of §2 40 for each work- 
ing day in the year. Thia ia not wealth, 
but it is certainly not want. Dut, of course, 
if that same man spends S5 per day ua he 
makes it, ho must expect to bo pinched dur- 
ing the idle montha. 

"Kverythiog considered, tho year past 
Vina a fairly good one in the trade line? and 
from prcaout indications tho coming season 
will be as good as any we have had for a 
long time. Let me see — there is that 
wharf to be built, an orphans' home, that 
big church on the hill, and, let us hope, the 
Government buildings. Then, I was told 
by an alderman that those school buildings 
would be erected this year in all probability. 
A number of the local architects are buay 
getting smaller afTiirs ready, dwellings, 
etc., but they all help, and so I guess we 
will pull throut;h, 

" What would I suggest as a means of 
present relies ? Well, that's hard to say. 
Starting public work at going wages will 
only brine; more frooi the outside. Proba- 
bly some kind of publio work whore those 
who have been here some certain time could 
get going wages, and those unable to prove 
residence for the required time could get 
enough workatsmallerpay to keep themfrom 
actual want, would be aa good a way out of 
the trouble as any. But niy opinion ia that 
tho matter will adjust itself soon, and that 
satisfactorily, for the reaaona I have given." 

Several contractors and those who have 
to do with tho cmploynieiit of men were 
aeon. Though some ot them are somewhat 
depressed over tho preaent situation, which, 
they say, ia hard on everybody, laborers, 
mechanic', contractors and business men 
alike, yet they all seem confident that the 
aituation ia not as bad as many would make 
it out to be. 

Already the atrcaff iH lining; relieved. Tb.o 
first of next month tlie Vietoria and .Sidni'V 
railway coiitructcjrH uniiouiice that, they will 
have work for several hundred men. Thia 
will draw away a larger portion of tbo.se in 
immediate want, and if a littlo caro ia exer- 
cised to see that tho moat needy auiong 
those really willing to work get 
the Srsc show, thia work will help 
things not u little. Tlio few cuhi^s of 
actual want are being cured for as fast oh 
they become known, and tliosu who aro able 
in some way to tide over tho winter are 
holding on in confidence thiit times willaoou 
be better. Victoria, according to tho cx- 

greased belief of those who are compelled 
y necessity to watch tho labor markets of 
the coast, ia doing as well, if not better, 
than any^other city of equal size in tbe West.. 
It is not fair to expect her to bear burdens 
which have been found too heavy for far 
larger places. Tho moans of informing one's 
self with regard to a place are so many and 
simple that there ia littlo need to givo up a 
good home and business in some distant 
place and n\ah off after tho first flaming 
postoi- thrust into one's hand, and those 
who do this will scarcely over get a tithe of 
the sympathy they eipect. 

The unemployed workirgmen of Victoria, 
both ekilled and unskilled, are, nccordingto 
their own atatemciita, in a try ing condition, 
and one which shoidd engage tho earnest 
attention of all, but tho situation ia not 
nearly aa trying or as hopeless aa their bgH- 
Btyled champions would havo the public 
believe. Tho men themselvca wont " work 
not words." That ia coming as fast as cir- 
cumstances will permit; one good portion 
shojld begin within the next two weeks. 
And with the immense number of undevel- 
oped resources on every side, it is safe to 
predict that ere long British Columbia will 
redeem with interest every promise given 
to those within her borders.

I TILE D^'EMPLOYED. 

To THE Editoe : — There can bo no doubt 
that something must bo done for the un- 
employed, something to remove the habitual 
uncertainty and want of employment, and 
to prevent the periodical recurrence of dis- 
tress among poor laborers. , lJut what to do 
ia, unfortunately, anything but settled ; 
and wo havo no definite, intelligible pro- 
gramme before us, except, indeed, that of 
the Socialists. Tliey would have tho State 
inaugurate with a vengeance that system of 
paternalism reprobated the other day by 
President Cleveland. They would raise the 
State into a benevolent and immortal father 
of a family, distributing to his children 
work and provisions according to their capa- 
cities and neoessities, and securing all 
against distress arising from sickness or ac- 
cident, from 8toppB(;e of work or old age. 
Tbe soberer among them would approve of 
the State being the exclusive homer of 
many sorts of property (as railways), ex- 
propriating many holders of lands and 
houses, and undertaking a far reaching 
scheme of national insoraace.' We may say 
thia would bo unjust and mischievous, but 
we must not say It would be impractioable ; 
and J. should nob like to say that it was 
more unjust and mischievona than tbe pre- 
sent condition of tho poorer classes here 
and elsewhere, with no security of regular 
employment, with wages often too low, 
sometimes too high, never certain. 

There ia certainly room for various 
opinions in thu applicution of our principles 
to eiruunistancca which aro ever clmugiug. 
Hut aa all aro aL'rted on the 
first principles of juatico and charity, there 
need ho no Hiibstautial disagreement on tho 
chief points of application, even in regard 
to so joncrote u cjuestion aa what to do for 
the uueinployed. 

Home hold thut tho State should tako tho 
place of private enterpriae and should be- 
come tho great agent of production ; others 
will not allow the State to interfere in any 
(]ucstions of labor. Both these views aro 
erroueoua. 

Tiio right and duty of tho Government in 
a Cliriatian State is to promote in every way 
tho common good of thoao under its charge. 
In view of thia end, it baa not, indeed, the 
functions of directly distributing either 
work or bread ; but id has a special charge 
to protect; the poor and tho weak. Hence 
it has dutiea, in regard to labor, that are 
both sunple and easy to fulfil. 

One of these duties is that tho Govern 
ment must secure peace between masters 
and workmen, and thus prevent work being 
interrupted, by encouraging in every way 
permanence in Industry und employment, 
by promoting trade guilds, and the forma- 
tion for these guilds of a common fund out 
of contributions from both employers and 
employes to be a corporate property for tho 
workmen, and also by creating courts of 
arbitration for settling disputes. 

The Government should also, in a certain 
measure, protect Industry against unfair 
and foolhardy Iwnu competition, by requir- 
ing that any man starting a fresh business, 
if he has not established a commdn cor- 
porate fund for his workpeople, shall ad- 
vance a certain sum aa caution money, to 
guarantee his workmen against a sudden 
stoppage of work. This measure would 
lessen tho danger of mere specu- 
lative uadertakiuga. Thia may ho 
considered as somewhat of a burden to 
speculators of raih enterprise, but it is 
necessary for the protection of the working- 
men. The law now seems to givo a general 
permission for any man, however finan- 
cially or technically incompetent, to set up 
any businesa anywhere, to hire any number 
of workmen, to pay them any wages, to sell 
at any price, to ruin hia neighbors by reck- 
less competition, and then, when the crash 
comes, to dismiH.s all the workmen, and to 
be absolutely wIdiouL any responsibility as 
to what beconica of them afterwards. ISow 
I say that not only have honest traders, 
builders, etc., a right to be protected against 
foolhardy competition, but also all work- 
people have a ri;;hl to be protected against 
being driven into diatrcsB by rash specu 
lations over which they havo no control. If 
the obligation of employers to caro for tho 
welfare of dismissed workmen were once 
fully established, it would greatly check the 
injurious practice of taking on and turning 
oil' hands according to tbe so-called exi 
gencies of trade, as though they were gas or 
water. The responsibility of employers for 
tho necessaries of their workmen would not 
be a check to industry nor fill life with rO' 
strictions, but it would be a check on 
cruelty, folly or thoughtlessness. 

The Government moat certainly has tho 
right to see that its subjects are enabled to 
got their livelihood with snfKcient ease, und 
It has, under present circumstances, the 
duty to require that precautious be taken 
and prudential institutions founded to 
secure tho working-peojile against the con- 
stcpiencea of accidents und the stoppage of 
work, and to compel employers to get their 
workingmen to profit by these institutions. 
Such inatitulions, to be sound and to be 
safe from (iovcrninent interference, ought 
to form li sort of corporate property jointly 
owned and j:)iiilly managed by masters and 
workmen, und would bo perfected by tho 
renosval of trade corporations or guilds 
adapted to modern circumataiicea. (Jtlier- 
wiao they would degenerate into liaancial 
fiocietiea or into a Hul)-depurtiiient of the 
Treasury; ulierea.'!, by as.suniing a corporal' 
character, they would lose all character of 
,S.)eialism; und the common fund of the old 
guilds being onca more available among tho 
working classes tho field of poverty and dis- 
tress would be BO far narrowed that private 
charity would ba sulEoient to cover it.

M'OARTHTS MOTION. 

It will, perhaps, be a matter of surprise 
to some of our readers that Mr. Dalton Mc- 
Carthy's resolution on the trade question 
was defeated by so large a majority. It ia 
generally believed that the desire for tarifT 
reform in the Dominion ia widespread and 
that that desire is by no means confined to 
the Liberal party. Amsjority of forty-eight 
in what was not a full House indicates 
tliut, among the Conservatives, at any rate, 
the movement in favor of tariff reform is 
neither strong nor general. 

But it must not be forgotten that Mr. 
McCarthy's motion was not a motion for 
mere tariff reform, it went a groat deal 
further bhan that. It, in the first place, 
oondemned the principle of protection and 
declared that tho National Policy is a fail- 
ure. It recommended the adoption of tho 
policy of discrimination in favor of (!reat 
Urituin and of tho principle of "Fair Trade" 
generally. It was, besides, a vote 
of want of confidence in the Government. 
Now, though there are a good many among 
the Qovemment'a supporters who would 
like to have the tariff judiciously revised, 
there are very few indeed who would 
like to see the principle of protection repu- 
diated or the National Policy abandoned. 

The policy of discrimination in favor of 
'Great Britain may meet the approval of 
.flome Conservatives, hut they see that put- 
'ting it in practice would be so diificult and 
would give rise to so many miaunderatand- 
inga and complications that it can hardly bo 
oaid to bo feasible. Then again, though 
some who support the Government may not 
approve of all that it has done they are not 
prepared to condemn it, and by their votes 
to place the Liherals in power. So, after 
all, it ia not so surpriaiog that Mr. Mc- 
Carthy's motion did not receive a stronger 
support. 

Mr. McCarthy finds by thia time that tho 
chances of his gaining a strong personal fol- 
lowing in the present Parliament are very 
alight indeed. He now Icnows that it is 
foolish to expect every man who complains 
of the tariff, and who, in private, expresses 
diaaatisfuction with tho trade policy of tho 
(iovernment, to vote for a motion which, if 
carried, would place the Opposition in 
power. The coldest and most disgrantled 
of Sir John Thompson's followers will not 
entertain for a moment a proposal to vote 
in Buoh a way as to turn the Conservatives 
out and to place tho Liborala in oflice. Ifo 
knows well enough that the change would 
bo no improvement, Tho Liberals while iu 
Opposition have been vacillating and un- 
stable. They find it impossible to build a 
platform on which they can stand for any 
length of time. If they ohop and change 
thus when they are in opposition, where it 
is comparatively eaay to ha couatunt and 
consistent, how would they act if they woro 
raised to power, where the influenoes that 
load to change are so many and so hard to 
resist I 

Besides, those Conservatives who are de- 
sirous of having the tarilT reformed see 
dearly that the work cannot be dona at all 



effectively until the, Government of the 
United States has made the changes in the 
trade policy of the country to which its 

members are pledged. Aa the Dominion 
Government have promiaod to revise tho 
tariff next year it ia only reaaonablo that 
tliey sliould wait until the changes which 
they consider ucceBsary can bo intelligently 
and effectivo'y mado. It would indeed be 
folly to make material changes in the fiscal 
policy of tho Dominion until it is known what 
the Cleveland tariff is to be. Tlie United 
Status and Canada are so closely connected 
that tariff changes enacted in one country 
make corresponding changes in that of the 
other an almost absolute necessity. Those, 
therefore, who consider the situation 
calmly and reaaonably will not be surprised 
that Mr. McCarthy has mado so few con- 
verts in Parliament to his views. If only 
those who believed in his policy voted for 
his motion tho majority against it would 
hnvo been truly overwhelmiug. The Liber- 
als voted for his want of confidence motion 
not because they favored his trade policy, 
but because they are bound to lose 
no chance of embarrassing or de- 
feathig the Government. They have 
not found Mr. McCarthy a very powerful 
ally — there is in fact very little in common 
between him and them. His voting with 
them on any question may bo regarded as 
one of the singular accidents of political 
life. , 

A LITTLB TOO STRONG. 

The Hon. Benjamin Bntterworth, we 
think, expressed himself rather strongly 

when ho said the other day iu Boston " that 
tho present trade relationH between the 
United States and Canada are a disgrace to 
both nations, and at war with the enlight- 
enment and civilization of the age." Mr, 
Buttcrwcrth avowed himself at the time to 
bu a protectionist, and he cannot but see 
that it ia tho principle of protection that 
has made tho trado relations between tho 
United States and Canada what they are. 
The United States wants to protect its in- 
dustries from Canadian competition, and 
Canada does not want to be made the 
slaughter market of American manufactur- 
ers. If this is a disgraceful state of things, 
it will have to be admitted that tho dis- 
grace ia spread pretty generally over tho 
whole world. The only country on the face 
of tha earth that does not seek to protect 
itself against the oonipetition of other coun- 
tries is Great Britain. That great trading 
country has struck tho word " jealousy " 
out of its commercial dictionary.' All tho 
others are jealous of their neighbors in a 
commercial aenae and do what they can by 
way of tariffs and regulations of one kind 
and another to prevent any country getting 
what they consider as undue advantage 
over them. 

Whether this is a wise policy or not is 
one of the great and deep (juestions that 
divide thinking men of all countries. Tho 
worst that can bo said of either protection or 
free trade ia that it is a mistake. It being 
the conolnsion to which honest men and 
patriotic men have come after careful in- 
quiry and much thought, there can bo 
nothing " disgraceful " about it, and Mr. 
Kntterworth, being an avowed protectioniat 
himself, should not have beenriuitoso ready 
to apply the reproachful epithet to the 
school of economists to which he belongs. 

Aa between such near neighbors and such 
good friends as Canada and the United 
States, ia protection necessary t is an argu- 
able queation. Would it not bo to tho in- 
toresta of both oountriea to trade freely 
with each other? Mr. Blaine's answer was 
in effect : " No doubt, if they both had the 
same tariff against the rest of the world." 
Canadians see that this is an extension 
of tho principle of protection. Under auch 
an arrangement Canada wodldbe much more 
protectioniat than she ia now, and she 
would, besides, be so unUlial as to turn her 
back on her own mother. This, Canadians 
say, would never do. Many of them are 
beginning to think that Canada is already 
too protectionist for her own good, and that 
instead of becoming more estranged from 
the Parent Country in a commercial sense 
than she is now, it would be good policy — 
to say nothing of the duty she owes to her 
protector — to take down some, at least, of 
the trade harriers that have been raised to 
prevent Britain's trade flowing freely into 
Canada. 

There is, however, another very interest- 
ing question for iilr. Lutterworth and tho 
friends of tho Canadian people to consider. 
It is this : Is it not possible for the United 
States and Canada to enter into closer trade 
relations than now exist between them with- 
out their forming a protective alliance 
against all other nations. Are there not 
itonis^in the tariffs of both countries that 
could bo scored out with jnutual 
advantage ? Do not tho Americana levy 
duties on many Canadian products that 
are not, in any intelligent sense, protective, 
and could not Canada t ike tho duties off 
many American commoi^itiea with benefit to 
herself ? W^e believe that an emphatic 
aflirmativo answer can bo given to both 
these questions. Both oountriea are worry- 
ing each other with duties supposed to he 
protective, but which are not really pro- 
tective. Keeping up this kind of tariff 
war is not creditable to the intelligence of 
either country. This is very likely what

Mr. Butterworth had in his mind when he 

declared that tho commercial relations be- 
tween Canada and the United States are 
" disgraceful." For two countries to go on, 
year after year, inllictiug loaaes on each 
other for no useful purpose iu worse than 
disgraceful— it is idiotic. The sooner, then, 
that the wise men of the two countries go 
over their respective tariffs for tho purpose 
of striking off those duties which are merely 
vexatious, and which hurt both peoples, tho 
bettor for tho two nationa. This ia tho kind 
of reciprocity that cannot but bo beneficial 
to both Canada and the United States. 



A BIO DEIAL. 



A long-headed man with a big wallet, 
named James R. Keene, has, with a few 
other speculators in tho United States, 
made a corner in wheat. In order to con- 
duct tho transaction in a business like man- 
ner, they have put up the neat little sum of 
$15,000,000 and have made arrange- 
raonta 'to furnish §10,000,000 more if 
the money is required. Mr. Kecne 
and his associates, thus equipped, 
set about buying all the wheat that offered 
for May delivery. It ia said that they have 
obtained control of all tho wheat in sight, 
and have contracted for elevator space in 
case they may find it necessary to make 
further purchases. Having thus secured 
control of the market, all that they have to 
do is to take it easy until they find it con- 
venient to unload. They have so operated 
as to make tho deal a dead sure thing. The 
profits «are calculated to be between two 
millions and ten millions of dollars. 

This is the kind of buaineaa which some 
of the United Statea legislators have been 
trying to make unlawful, but without suc- 
cess. Tho St, Paul Pioneer Press, which is 
anti-Optionist, commenting upon this cor- 
ner made by Keene and upon the arguments 
used in favor of the cornering business, say a: 

Here ia n.n antnal practical fact which 
knouka out every theory at the first round. 
There ia no audi thing us a " natural" mar- 
ket for wheat under these condiliona ; but 
the price will be governed entirely by what 
a few men wish to bo in ihcir own intercata. 
Nor are these men putting up the money 
and their judgment on an eatimate of future 
prices derived from a careful study of mar- 
ket conditions, which ia another favorite 
theory of tho gamblers' friend, Thoy have 
simply obtained control of sullicient 
capital in their combination to en- 
able them, as they believe, to hold 
prices al> their pleasure against all comers. 
There is no judgment Involved in the mat- 
ter, except tho judgment required to say 
whether they have money enough within 
reach to awing the big deal. And, for the 
time being, the laws of supply and demand 
are wholly suspended for the benefit of 
Keene and hia associate gamblers, no matter 
who else gains or loses. 

Tho question to bo decided, we should 
think, is, is the community at large bene- 
fited by transactions like thia and by this 
way of doing business '; jThore are men 
who contend that it is not, but that both 
tho country and tho legitimate trade are 
hurt by such gigantic speculations.

Boston, March 17. — Mrs. Frances Heller, 

said to bo worth §.'5,000,000, who achieved 
notoriety a few years ago by having made 
and put in her house a coatly burial caskot 
in preparation for her death, was to have 
married her former coachman, Peter Sur- 
rette, in Wilmington. She ia three times 
the age of tho man she seleoted. The floral 
decorations of tho church promised to ex- 
ceed in inafjniiicencn luiytliiiif; seen nt a 
wedding in ihin vicinity. Hhe waa to have 
worn wliilc ailli aloi^king and a l)riclal veil 
three yarda wide. The groom w.is to have 
been decked out in a whitu pull' scarf and 
an embroidered veat and a dress auit. Thoac 
preparations were, however, made in vain ; 
either Mra. Heller desired to cheat tho 
newspaper men or she waa too impa- 
tient. At midnight lust night a carriage 
drove up to the roaidence of tho Rgv. 
I""red. Hovoy Allen, Weat Newton street, 
and after repeated riuga of tho bell aum- 
moned him from bed. He waa confronted 
by a woman clad in white satin, gorgeously 
ornamented with jewelry, and a man in 
evening dress, They said they wanted to 
be married, and on glancing at the license 
tho preacher waa astonished to learn that it 
was Mra. Heller who waa before him. She 
assured tho preacher that it was a oo.ae of 
emergency. In leas than a quarter of an 
hour they were married, ond the coach 
drove away, hut tho woman was still Mrs. 
Heller. She had caused the bridegroom to 
have his name changed, ss she wished to 
have her name remain tho same. Tho groom 
was not averse to it, aa it meant riches in- 
stead of poverty, and au easy time aa the 
husband of a wealthy woman, instead of a 
life aa a poor coachman. Mra. Heller ia tho 
chief of the New England Medical Institute, 
but whether she will give up office ia not 
known.

Hawaiian Aunexatloulsta Out lu Tholr Cal- 
cnlaUons-Foaltion of the BoyaUsta 
Strengthening. 

HoNOLULtT, March 9.— The Hawaiian 
Patriotic League for worded by tho steamer 
Alameda the following telegram to Presi- 
dent Clevelond : 

Honolulu, March S, ISO,'!. — To Pre.-iitlcnl 
Cleveland, Washiiii/lon Cil'j—Qreelinij : Tlie 
Hawaiian Patriotic League, a uuiou of all 
native assooiationa, hope for justice and that 
an investigation will bo made here before a 
decision as to annexation.

The annexationists wore greatly disap- 
pointed when thoy learned from the Bolgic, 
which put in here March 2, that the annex- 
ation treaty had not yet been adopted by 
the Senate. Secretary Foster's letter to 
Minister Stevens ia taken as a rebuke to tho 
latter by tho anti-annexationiats, but the 
United States flag hau not yet been hauled 
down. Stevens himself aays Foster's letter, 
from a logical standpoint, ia an approval 
of hia course. Minister Stevens especially 
denies that he in any way hastened 
or brought about the revolution, 
Stevens thinks that if the United States 
delays in the annexation England will be 
forced by Canada to protest. He says that 
all but the rowdy element and a few inter- 
ested persons of prominence are in favor of 
annexation ; that prominent men of all tho 
islands aaaure him there is a sentiment in 
favor of annexation among the better class 
of natives. The delay of the United States 
has strengthened the royalists in their op- 
position to annexation. They have held 
numerous meetings at whioh tho proposition 
of appealing to Kngland haa been disouased, 

Tho Japanese inuu-of-war Kongo went to 
Hilo last Thursday to quell a reported dis- 
turbance among the Japanese laborers. Tho 
United States ahip Alliance followed, and 
tho rumor arose that there were serious in- 
ternational complications. It transpired, 
however, that the Alliance merely went to 
Hilo for target practice. 

British Minister Wodcliouso on February 
28 sent a note to the I'roviaional Govern- 
ment protesting against any diafranchise- 
ment of tho natives. President Ujle in re- 
ply aakod the British Minister to furnish 
precedents where Gre\t Britain, in case of 
tho ttonexation of foreign territory in tho 
Pacitic, had granted sullruge, 

\VASinNc.TON, March IG. — Secretary Car- 
lisle this morning declined to atUrm or deny 
tho statement that the revenue cutter Rush 
at San Francisco bad been ordered to hold 
heraelf in reidtness to carry Blouiit to 
Hawaii,. It is unofficially stated, however, 
that the revenue cutter will be placed at 
I51ount'a diapoaal on his arrival, and unless 
arrangements can be made for the Pacilio 
Mail steamship, whioh sails for China on tho 
23rd inst., to touch at Honolulu, thiit 
Blount will sail on the Rush, It will take 
the vessel about a week to make the trip.

tiona to tho JCarl of Roaebery, insisting 
thaa Great Britain fulfil her pledges and ar- 
range a permanent treaty. The French 
diapatchea aro couched in embarrassing 
terms, and recall Lord Salisbury's statement 
in tho House of Lorda laat year that unlcsa 
tho Newfoundland Legislature mado tho 
prcaent temporary act a permanent ono. 
Imperial legislation would bo necessary in 
1803 in order to fulfil Great Britain's obli- 
gatioas to France, Lord Ripon ia awaiting 
a report from Newfoundland, when tho 
matter will again be brought before Parlia- 
ment.

in the North. Mr. Todd does not believ e 
that any murder was committed, favoring 
the view that the otter hunting party wore 
drowned — the cauoe being old and unsca 
worthy— or, possibly, fought and killed 
eaoh other. 

Whiktuver their fate may have been, its 
uncertainty has cicitcd the Indians, 
and business has been almost eatirely 
abandoned by thctii for the timo being, 
IChie, just at the opening; of the cunniug sea- 
8on, is diBcouracing, and in order to restore 
tranquility and bring bacli the natural order 
of things it may be necesbary to send one of 
Her Majesty's gunboats te ihu disturbed 
quarter, or at least make a display of force 
to alarm the Indiana and prerent the infec- 
tion of disorder spreading. 

The fragment of the canoe found by tho 
search party of O-wce-kanos at Sorrow 
island, and regarded by Mr. Todd as the 
only piece o£ evidence yet produced in favor 
of the massaoru theory, wua also l)rouglit 
down on the Bosoowitz, and now lies in u 
oomer of Superintendent Hussey 's ofllcc. 
{Ewo bullets are imbedded in the wood, one 
on. either aide, but in such poaitions that it 
is possible the shots may have been fired 
from the stern of tho canoe itself. Both 
bullets are in the prow, and this is tho view 
of tho case taken by hit. Todd. If tho 
shots were fired by parties not in the canoe, 
it must have been very close to shore and 
the firing been from above —on tho shore. 
IThe 0-\vee-kaiio3 found no bodies and no 
bones on Sorrow island, so one chapter of 
the story is proved mythical. Xo investi- 
gation of the island has yet been made by a 
white man; in fact it is so situated that it ia 
no easy matter to pny it a visit — a little 
b^rcei) sneok ciut in the Paoilio, noxth and 
■\»eafc of &ape Calvert. 

When Indian Agent Todd left the Jsorth 
the O'wee-kanoa had abandoned all thought 
of war—or at least so declared— and afFairs 
with them had reanmed their quiet Aove'. 
With the Kitkatlabs, on the contrary, all 
was excitement, tho entire tribe having 
been called in from the hanting and fishing 
about two weeks ago to the defence of tho 
village, which thoy believed to be beset 
with foes from the interior. AH one night 
the rifles rang out, silent enemies in the for. 
est sending their bidlota in the direction of 
the raucheriu, and tho Kitk&tlaha replying 
— neither side losing any lives. In the 
morning tho Kitkatlaha scoured the neigh- 
boring woods for their foes, but tho latter 
had gone. Tho observant Indians did 
Bocure a clue, however, on the slrenRth of 
which they announce that the night attack 
was made by one of tho interior tribes- 
most jjrobably tho Kanisquits, who had 
tribesmen in tho lost otter hunting party. 
The " clue " was in the form of a number 
of little pieees of cedar barli, which the 
Eanaaqnits and others of tl^eir nation use as 
gun wads. 

When Mr. Todd visited the Kitkstlaha 
last Friday and learned particulars of tho 
" engagement," ho found the Indians of tho 
tribe naturally excited. They expected a 
second visit and were mustering their forces 
for defence. Altogether, the Indian Agent 
estimates, they may have in tho tribe over 
two hundred fighting men, all of whom aro 
armed, as are their enemies, with repeating 
rifles. Ammunition, too, is plentiful, and 
consequently the materials of war are 
thoroughly modern. Thennmerical strength 
of the Kitkatlabs' opponents is not knovni, 
but their connections In tha interior are 
strong, and if the Kitkatlabs enlist the 
sympathy of those of their nation, the great 
" Simpsians," the conflict, if it does occur, 
will be between two of the greatest Indian 
nations of the North. 

It is not likely that tho Kitkotlahs will 
assume the aggressive, so say Rev. Mr. 
Stephenson and the other lonely white man 
who form tho white population of Kitkat- 
lah. They may, however, if the IvamHiuita 
do not come hack, pay a return visit to the 
head of the inlet, 2o0 milea away. If they 
do make such a journey it will be to kill 
and bum. 



STOCK aAISIN&. 



To THF. I'^DiTOit : — yurely it 1,1 time that 
the public attention should be direoteci to 
tho inhumane aysteni of stock raising prac- 
tised in many parts of the upper country. 

Admitting that this h\8 been an eicep- 
tionally hard winter ; admitting alio that 
cattlemen were not able to reduce their 
herda by selling last autumn, it nevertlio- 
leas cannot bo denied that in the most favor- 
able seasons the sufferings from hunger and 
cold endured by the helpless creatures aro 
very severe — witness the many deaths 
among the young and weakly of tho herd, 
•the dozens of calves still-bora from half- 
starved mothers, that strew the fields in 
early spring. It may be nothing compared 
to the fosaes of the present year, which run 
np into the thousands, but docs that make 
it any the more creditable to the owner ? 

"A good man," iicripturo tells ua, " is 
merciful to his beast ;" but to judge by tho 
way cattle, and very generally horses, are 
treated in this country the "quality of 
mercy" is considerably " atraiued " from 
tho milk of human kindness, *SeIf-iutereat 
and habit have inudo it the general thing to 
overstock tho ranges in tho Qrst place, 
80 that after tho dry, hot autumn 
ia over there is littlo grass left, 
and . the cattle ore kept out 
just as late na possible, until they are poor, 
and when brought in, if the weather be- 
comes severe, they cannot aubaiat on tho 
meagre allowanco doled to them, and tho 
larger portions of the herd aro exposed to 
tho elements in tho open fielda. Somo of 
the ranchers havoof late years erected sheds, 
but it would bo almost impossible to shelter 
thousands. It is a fact that the large com- 
panies deliberately keep hundreds of head 
more than they have winter pasturage or 
hay for, in tho hopes that a certain average 
may pull through if-the season ia mild, and 
be able to stagger away in spring. In a 
winter like the present, of coarse thoso 
which were expeoted' to rustle h&vo died, 
and also hundreds of others besides. 

To sec a bunch of thbsa ,pooi creatures, 
more skeletons over which the hide is 
stretched, their backs, upon which oftenliea 
an inch of frozau snow, humped up, their 
heads drooping, icicles hanging from their 
shivering bodies, to hear their frantic and 
jiiournful lowiogs upon tho sight of food, is 
enough to bring tcara to tho oyoa of anyone 



not hardened by custom to such scenes. It 
also might well set one wondering vzhero 
the profits of auch execrable cruelty come 
in, or even aupposing there is money to bo 
made out of this treatment, why should it 
bo allowed in a civilized and aupposedly 
Christian country ? 

The cattle owners aro mostly tho 
oldest residents of tho country and 
therefore are well acquainted with the 
climate and aware that there hiwa been and 
always will be severe winters every few 
years, and alec- that tho cold of usual win 
ters and lack ot' sufficient food and shelter 
are bad for tho herds. They do not, there- 
fore, deserve any pity when in their game 
of spooulation the cards go against them. I 
confess my sympathies are with tho poor 
dumb brutes which havo to sutler for man's 
cupidity. lb is to be hoped that the results 
of this winter will be to convince people 
that cattle raising cannot ho carried on in 
the same open air manner of Mexico and 
Texas, where a warm climate and abundant 

Erairie grasses make it possible. Only 
uffalo and such wild animals adapted by 
nature to their surroundings should bo o.x- 
peoted to endure the treatment domestic 
cittlo are subjected to in this country and 
the Northwest. Indeed, the day is not far 
distant when, if legislation or publio feeling 
do not interfere, Nature, which has a rcugli 
aud ready way of redressing the wrongs 
dons in her kingdom, will have her revenge 
and cause a ohange to be made in the ex 
isting order of things. The vast tracts held 
and fenced in by indicates, who do very 
little good to the country, would be better 
used by being divided into homes for indus- 
trious aettiots, whose small bands of care- 
fully tended farm animals should be 
credit to a man of sense and humanity, and 
the distressing and loathsome sights 
which now pollute the highways and fence 
corners shall no longer disgrace tho coun- 
try. And then, who knows, in those happy 
days the hotel-keepers and butchers miylil 
have some beef fit to eat in the winter and 
spring months 1 SriUNQEB and Filobim.

MARINE MOVEMENTS. 

Arrival of the Boscowltz From Northern 
Ports— The New " Whltelaw." 

The steamer Barbara Boscowitis arrived 
down from Northern ports at 9.30 o'clock 
yeaterday morning. She brought as passen- 
gers John Cunningham, Indian Agent lodd, 
Jliss Dickinson, achool teacher at Methla- 
kahtla ; T. Gamble, of Port Essington ; 
John Vane aud John Budo, of Lowe Inlet ; 
Mrs. Few and Mrs, Spencer, of Alert Lay, 
and OSIcer Wollacott. The Boscowitz's 
cargo consisted of 500 gallons of dog fish oil 
and material for about 000 boxes, in addi- 
tion to a quantity of Indian curioa sent 
down from Bella ]>ella by Mr. Jacobaen for 
tho I'rovincial MuBuum. Tho curios include 
a number of small totem poles and other 
aculpturcd Indian works. Preparations are 
being made by cannery men on the Naas 
river for tho lirst catch of aalmou, and at 
InvernesB the now cannery is already well 
uuder way. 

TO RKPr^CE THE WIIITELAW. 

The keel ia being laid at San Francisco of 
a 150-ton not wrecking steumer, to be called 
tho Whitelaw, to replace the 8G-ton wreck- 
ing steamer of tho same name, which was 
lost about a month ago. Tho dimensions of 
the new steamer will bo : Length 1^12 feet, 
beam 35 feet, and depth of hold 12 feet. 
Tho vessel will be fitted with engines of suf- 
Ijcicnt power to drive her twelvo knots an 
hour. Steam derricks and hoisting appar- 
atus and steam air-pumps, tho latest diving 
apparatus and the most modern labor-saving 
wrecking appliances will be on the new 
boat. T. P. H. Whitelaw, the owner, is 
having the work done under his personal 
supervision, and expects to launch the new 
boat in about sixty days. 

MAItlNK NOTKS.

White Star line twin-screw steamer Naronic 
sailed from Liverpool for Now York. Since 
then she has neither been sighted nor heard 
from. The vessel had sixty people on 
board, Inolndhag crow and passengers.

PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

Third Session of the Sixth Parllnmcut. 

THIB.TY-THIUD DAY. 

Feiday, March 17, 1893. 
The Speaker took the obair at : 2 , o'clock. 
Prayers by Kev. W. D. Barber. 

KEPOKT OF COM.MITTEK OK SDl'l'LV. 

Report of Committee of Supply was con- 
sidered, item by item, and adopted. 

Hon. Mil. Beaves again vaiaod the ques- 
tion of tho $15,000 expenses in connection 
with the Inscribed Stock loan re conver- 
sion of old debts of tho Province. He 
wanted an explanation, aud again attacked 
the Government for tho transaction. 

Hon. Mil. TuENKU replied that far from 
the Inscribed Stock loan being a failure, as 
the hon. leader of the Opposition would 
endeavor to lead the Houao to boliove, it 
had been a complete success. Even the 
hon. gentleman himself had admitted this, 
for ho was now endeavoring to adopt the 
same plan with respect to the debt of the 
city of Victoria. Hon. Mr. Beaven aaid 
this was a most admirable plan, the beat, in 
fact, that could be adopted, and he was 
working to got a similar one in force as to 
Victoria. Now, as to this §15,000 item, 
particulars of which the hon. leader of the 
Opposition wanted, ho would say this auni 
had been nearly all .expended ; but it had 
nothing to do with the loan raised last year, 
any more than the interest which 
had to be paid year after year. This was 
au expenao in converting $000,000 of the 
old debt, and was principally made up of 
the coiniiuitation stamp tax to the British 
Government, which was g per cent., and 
amounted to $10,055. There was no further 
sum to be paid in the fiity years the loan 
would havo to run on transfers of stock, and 
eometimea very small transfers of it were 
made. This was one of the reaaons why 
tbo stock wua quoted so high. Tho balance 
of the $15,000 wascnmmissios and expenses 
The payment was a perfectly good one, hav- 
ing been authorized by the Inacribed Stock 
loan. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven — Thatis your opinion. 
Hon. Mk. Ti'rner — Excuse ine ; it ia a 
fact. 

Ho.s-. Jlii. I!kavi;s- said he was not dis- 
cussing tho advantages of the lonn or of the 
system. He believed in consolidating the 
debt, but there were two ways of doing it. 
This was not, however, the iTlutter under 
discussion. What he Wduted to get; ut was 
this— these BUiiplcnu'utnry estimates were 
really not suopleinentarics at all but shonld 
have been brought down in tho shape of a 
bill of indemnity to indemnify the members 
of the Kxccuiivo for their action in 
paying out money without authority. If 
no bill of indemnity were brought down 
any ratepayer might bring an action and 
recover heavy damages from each of the 
members of tho Government. 

Hon. Davie said that in this, as in 
all other legal matters which the hon. 
leader of the Opposition Undertook to dis- 
cuss, he was totally wrong. Only the 
other day there had been an osoasion when 
tho leader of the Opposition declared the 
Health Rules of 1892 totally out of order 
and vltra vii-es, and yet, only a day or ao 
afterwards, the hi(;hest legal authority in 
tho land, tho Chief Justice, had commented 
upon these very rules and pronounced them 
good and valid. Tho sumo iti the Kennedy 
case, where 1?io hen. leader of the Opposi- 
tion declared 1,he menibtirs of the Govern- 
ment to bo pJiVsonally liable if an action were 
brought. Vet no one had seen lit to 
take that lion, gentleman's advice, and did 
any one suppose that in tha latest (jucstion 
raised if what the hon. leader of the Oppo- 
sition said vvaa correct, some impecunious 
person would not bring the action against 
members of the Gnveinment and recover 
tho heavy damages talked of, 

SKTri,ED ESTATES BILL. 

The Settled I'latates bill was read & third 
time and passed. 

.MUNifirAi. mu.. 

The House went into committee of the 
whole on the Municipal bill (Hon, Mr. 
Heaven) Mr. Semlin in the chair, 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved, on the disousaion 
of section 27, to so amend the clause as to 
place all holders of licenses' on the same 
footing. Ho wished it understood in mak- 
ing the amendment that he held there was 
no auch a thing as vested rights in licenses, 
beyond such rights as wore conferred by 
the Act, and for only such period. 

This docs away with the necessity which 
has heretofore existed for holders of licenaes 
issued since 1,''9I to appear every six months 
for renewal. It puts them on the some 
footing as those who hold licenaes issued 
prior to 

Tho amendment was vigorously opposed 
hut carried on a vote of 13 to 11. 

The committee rose, reported progress, 
and asked leave to sit again. 

B£ JOIIK Bioas. 

Mb. McKekzib resumed the adjourned 
debate on tho motion to appoint a select 
committee to intiuire into the claim of John 
Biggs re Bei2Sttre of his cattle in 1878. 

Hon. Mr. Davik reviewed the circum- 
stances of the case. It was now ])fetty 
stale, hut if it wua any aati.Hfactiou to Mr. 
Bigga ho had no objection to the motion 
carrying. 

Hon, Mi:, Pooi.kv painted out that there 
had been a legal remedy if the sherill' 
lad exceeded his duty. He ob- 
jected to any comniittcc being appointed 
;onsider what might be a claim against 
the Govor:inient ■when the Government 
cuuld not iu any way be responsible in law. 
The motion was lost. 

QDESTION OP PRIVILEGE. 
Mr. Kitohkn rose to a question of 
privilege. He aahed for Mr. Speaker's 
ruling as to whether the amendment of Hon. 
Mr. Davie in committee of the whole on the 
Municipal bill, re Ikfuor licenaes, was in 
order, inuamuoh aa tho principle of the bill 
did not contemplate such a change. 

Hon, Mil, Uavik showed that the Muni- 
pal bill ue introduced had contemplated 
making a change in the liquor license law, 
and argued that his amondnient was there- 
fore in order. 

Mr. Si'KAKer decided that the amend- 
ment was perfectly ia order, 

PUBLIO ROADS. 

The Honse went into committee of the 
whole on the Public Roads bill, Mr. Croft 
iu the chair. 

It being 6 o'clock the Speaker left the 
chair.

All that kIio after- 
ward became in a li terary way sho at- 
tributed to the guidance of her accoia- 
plished husband. Her first public act 
was to aid in tho purchnso of Moimt 
Vernon. 

She next worked for tho sanitary com- 
mission during tho war. 

Her first book inanuscrli)t was read hy 
Oliver Wendell Holmes and compliment- 
ed for its power of expression. Slie pub- 
lished the "Sunny Hour Library" of four 
volumes, which is found in tho .Smulay 
■BchooLs tlu-ougliout tho Uiiiffil St.-itcs, 
.and her work tiieiiceforward appeared in 
many of the eastern papers and magar 
zines. 

Tho family removed to California in 
1874, and Mrs. Kystor soon htcaino a

'Chinese. In 1886 she was ma<le state 
supcrintendont of tho juvenile depart- 
ment of tho W. C. T. U., and in I8S8 sho 
lectured on ••Tlio Man Wondei'fiil In tho 
House Beautiful" in many of tho large 
cities of tho cast. Her recent book, "A 
Colouial Boy." has won much favor. A 
critical reviewer of Califomian litera- 
ture places Mrs. Eyster in a list of eight 
persons wlio excel in Ktory writing.

Sho is of Puritan 
stock, a native of Maine and began to 
write for the press at an early age. At 
10 she sent a poem to a Boston literary 
journal which hronslit her an invitation 
to become a rogular contributor. Siio 
once received complimentary notice 
from Horace Greeley for a letter written 
to the New York Tribune. Her work 
consists of poems, Ktorios, o?says and 
letters on tho events of the day and ap- 
pears in first class magazines and news- 
papers.

A sdentilic young Betroiter with KOme 
admiration for young women does con.sid- 
erablo calling, and the girls don't alway.s 
like it, for he will insist ujion talking sci- 
encn when rornanee and cmotiou.al fiction, 
are so much more to their taste. The other 
evenhig ho was making a call and very in- 
nocently began to talk of sleep. 

"Do you know," ho stiid, "that while no 
ono fully understands what sleep is one 
tiling is accepted as jiroved — to wit; That 
tho condition of the blood vessels of tho 
brain, and indeed of such tissues as tho 
optic disk is an anainiic one in sleep. As 
drowsiness comes ou the surface of tho brain 
grows paler in color, and the lack of red 
blood is noticeable when such conditions aro 
observed. Tho theory of Dr. James Capplo 
of Edinburgh and of some other eminent 
scientists has been to the effect that the 
veins of the pla matter, the inner membrane 
of the skull, are capable of congesting and 
dispersing cohiparatlvely large quantities 
of blood; that congestion produces vertigo 
nnd 'scuselrasness' or stupor, and that the 
dispersion of blood from the brain cells pro- 
duces a slight compression on the surface of 
the brain ^d thus brings about sleep. 

"The brain being less active, the circula- 
tion of blood to tho brain is supposed by 
this theory to be dimini.shed, and as tho 
blood in the brain cells has pa.ssed into the 
veins the effect will bo to cause a slight 
yielding in the brain and a pressure u]ioii it ."
